They shared the Meri- 
dian-Cenois Conference Championship with Lovington and Assumption-~ 
cach winning five and losing one. 

The first game of the season at Stonington found Maroa'ts 
steam-roller underway. They narrowly missed scoring in every 
Quarter. Charles Lentz was alert and running hard to rings up 
three touchdowns. "Muley" got one making the score, 28-0, 

The second game was vlayed on a rainy night under the lights 
at Illiopolis. They were trying to defend their conference title. 
Trojan power and specd was too great. The verdict, Maroa 39- 
Illiopolis O. Bill Schultz and Bob Rainey stopped all ovnosing 
threats. 

The third game brought a large, tough, experionced Shelby- 
ville team to our field. The local herd-driving offense clicked 
to perfection. Trojans, 35--Shelbyville, 0. Halladay tallied 
on a reverse play in the first quarter. "Muley" Vaughn shot off 
left tackle for the second score. An aerial from Vaughn to Lentz 
found it's mark for the third score. DeNial Vaughn caught two 
touchdown passes in the third quarter to end the scoring. The 
line play was vicious and hard. McGuire, Scbults, Garren, and 
Rainey were outstanding. 

The fourth game was with the powerful Lovington Panthers 
at Lovington. Nearly half of Maroa followed the team. Central 
Illinois Sports writers tabbed this as the hardest played same 
in this part of the statc. Both tcams blocked hard and solidi. 
The tackling was deadly. Our old standby "the onen door" play 
sent "Muley" far around the Panther's right end from the five yard 
line, After a pass, Vaughn to Falladay, hed out us in scoring 
position. This was the only loss Lovinzton suffcred all scason. 
Every boy was a star in this game, 

Under the lights at Rothany, the Blue and Gold Gridders 
smashed their way to a 48-0 triumh. Lentz could do no wrong that 
night. The whole tear was truly clicking. All members of the 
squad saw action. "Fat" Bennett smashed over the last score, 
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Before the largest crowd of recent years Maroa faced Empire 
Township of LeRoy in the homecoming gamc, October 27. For the 
old grads, the Trojans, poured on 39 points before leaving the 
field to let the freshies take over for the last minute. On the 
last play of the game LeRoy scored and added the extra noint,
